Washington, D. C., Jam 13.—[Special.)— 
There is to be no demand by the friends of 
William Lorimer for a prompt vote upon the 
question of his right to a seat in the United 
States senate. 

Delay, delay, and again delay is their 
watchword at the present moment. The 
haste which marked their proceedings dur- 
ing the two weeks of the session before the 
Christmas holidays has given way to delib- 
gration and to the suggestion that in such 
@ serious matter as the exclusion of @ senator 
ample time should be given for careful con- 
sideration of all the facts. As a matter of 
fact, they want thé delay to get results from 
underground work in which they are en- 


gaged. 


Fail to Realize Consequence. 

They fail to realize this important conse- 
quence of their program: That time enables 
the senators to read the testimony taken by 
the investigating committee, and this is all 
that is necessary, besides an open mind, to 
insure the conviction that Mr. Lorimer pro- 
eured his seat through bribery and corrup- 
tion. 

In order that senators might not have such 
an opportunity, the “rescue corps of ten” 
on committee on privileges and elections re- 
garded with complacency the failure of the 
public printer to deliver copies of the testi- 
mony to the senate for distribution until the 


It was fully realized that with the thousand 
and one things which senators have to do 
they would not be able to read the testimony 
in case action for the “ vindication of Mr. 
Lorimer was rushed. 

But sentiment which developed in the sen- 
ate when the members obtained an idea of the 
facts, as shown by the minority report of Sen- 
ator Beveridge of Indiana and the speeches 
ef Senators Owen of Oklahoma and Crawford 
of South Dakota, has caused a general study 
of the record of the evidence. 


Court Will Be Informed, 
When Senator Burrows, chairman of the 
committee, who signed the majority report, 


tee’s action on Monday he will talk to an in- 
formed court. There consequently will be 
an essentially different situation from that 
which had been hoped. 

It will be an alert senate which now will 
listen to the efforts of the majority of the 
committee to prove they were right in their

Four Confessions in Way. 

The majority of the committee cannot well 
Say that the four confessions are false, since 
in their report they stated merely that cir- 
cumstances, brought out in evidence, tended 
to make the testimony of White, Link, Becke- 
Meyer, and Holstlaw of doubtful value. 
Moreover, they said that “even if it should 
be conceded ’’’ the four men named received 
Money in consideration for their votes for 
Mr. Lorimer, he still had a majority of the 
votes cast in the géneral asembiy and hie 
election was valid.

KELLOGG IN PLEA 
CALLS OIL TRUST 
PERIL TO NATION 


Urges Supreme Court to Dis- 
solve Great Combine as Mo- 
lator of Sherman Act. 


LAW, ONLY, SAVES RIVALS. 


Prosecutor Says the Independents 
Would Be Wiped Out in Five 
Years if Guard Ended, 


GIVES HISTORY OF OPPRESSION. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special.}— 
Born and reared in oppression, the Stand- 
ard Oil company hangs today over this coun- 
try like a threatening cloud.” 

In these words Frank B. Kellogg, specia! 
prosecutor for the United States government, 
today characterised the Standard Ou organ- 
ization as a menace to the country. He was 
pleading with the federal Supreme court to 
dissolve that huge corporation as a violator 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Mr. Kellogg said hia study of the methods 
and workings of the combination had con- 
vinced him it had “a record of oppression 
unequaled in commercial history.” With 
fear of the law removed, he said, the cor- 
poration would put every independent in the 
country out of business in five years. 

Mr. Kellogg said it was impossible to trace 
what became of the enormous profits” 
made by the combine. He cited the earn- 
ings of $28,000,000 made by one smal! pipe 
line.” This was paid over to P. 8. Trainer, 
a purchasing agent. Its further destination 
never was learned. 


Conflict in Rockefeller Testimony, 
In the course of his argument Mr. Kellogg 
said John D. Rockefeller did not tell the 
truth in an affidavit he filed in a suit in 


he was on the 
Justice Holmes asked if Mr. Rockefeller had 


not explained the affidavit in the latter case. 
“No, he could not,” responded Mr. Kellogg. 

Mr. Kellogg will complete his -argument 
next Mondey or Tuesday. He spoke for 
nearly four hours today, following the clos- 
ing remarke by John G, Milburn for the 
Standard Oil. 

Mr. Kellogg went over the early years of 
the Standard’s business, leading up to the 
central point of the present controversy, the 
reorganization of the Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey in 1899. He characterized this 
reorganization as amounting to the substi- 
tution of one illegal form of holding to- 
gether the oll companies for another illegal 
form. The. first was the “trust” of 1882, 
with its several trustees, and the second, the 
„Standard of New Jersey.” 


Similar to Other Trusts. 

When Mr. Kellogg reached the trust agree- 
ment of 1882, whereby the stock of the owners 
of various oil companies was put into the 
hands of trustees, he was interrupted by 
Justice Holmes. 

“That sort of agreement was quite com- 
mon in New England.“ the justice remarked. 

I have no doubt of that.“ replied Mr. Kel- 
logg. The trust agreement was copied by 
the ‘sugar trust,’ which was declared le- 
gal in New York; by the ‘whisky trust,’ 
which was declared illegal] in Illinois; by the 
‘jead trust,’ which was declared illegal in 
Missourl The plan has been condemned as 
in restraint of trade in every state of the 
union. 

„And when the Standard company of New 
Jersey succeeded the trustees the properties 
simply were turned over from one to the 
other. A perpetual, corporate form that 
should hold their common wealth was sub- 
stituted for the trustees whose lives might 
be cut short by death. Is one any more lega! 
than the other?“ 


“Only Law Saves Rivals.” 

Touching on a point made by the defense, 
Mr. Kellogg said that if the companies whose 
stock was procured by the Standard in 1899 
were not competing it was because they were 
held together in illegal trusts, that of 1879 
and that of 1882. 

Take away the fear of prosecution by the 
government and the Standard Oil would put 
every independent in this country out of busi- 
ness in five years, Mr. Kellogg continved. 
The independents can exist only under the 
protection of the law.“ 

Mr. Kellogg dwelt upon the enormous 
profits of the companies as further evi- 
dence of monopely. The record did not show 
where all the profits went, he said. For in- 
stance, ther as nothing to show what hap- 
pened to $23,000,000 of the earnings of one 
small pipe Une.“ Mr. Kellogg said that it 
was paid to P. 8. Trainer. 

Who is this man Trainer?” inquired Jus- 
tice Lurton. 

O, he's a purchasing agent in New Jer- 
sey,”” said Mr. Kellogg. ‘I tried in every 
way to learn where that little sum went. The 
officials of the Standard, when on the stand, 
told me that they could not find out. Mr. 
Milburn once said he would not gratify my 


curiosity by telling me.” 


Tells of Rebates Received. 

Mr. Keilogg referred to the rebates the 
Standard received, up to the time this suit 
was begun.” He took issue with Mr. Mu- 
burn’s position that before the passage of 
the interstate commerce law in 1887, it was 
legal for a big shipper to receive a lower 
freight rate than a small shipper. 

“I have listened with admiration,” he 
said, to the charming story of growth and 
centralization of this ‘benevolent institu- 
tion.” It was told as only a great advo- 
cate could tell N. 

“But I mean to tell to the court the 
cold facts. And I say on my oath as a mem- 
ber of this bar, and I regard that highly, that

Some one carried the 
alarm of fire there and this audience was di- 
missed. 


Grant Hotel Guests Aroused. 

At the Grant hotel bell boye were sent to 
each room and the guests aroused. They 
went to the street and remained out of the 
hotel until certain the fire had been extin- 
guished. One guest had sent his clothes to a 
tailor. He summoned a bell boy and hed the 
latter find him a suit of clothes and 
later appeared on the street attired es a 
bellhop. 

The crowd in Madison street was alarmed 
when heavy telephone cables and light wires 
burned loose and fell on to the trolley wirés. 
These wires swayed under the extra weight 
and were loosened from the guide posts on 
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the street, but did not fall to the ground. 
An emergency call brought the repair wagons 
and the cables were lifted off the troiley | 
wires. 

An hour after the first alarm the fire was 
under control. Chief Charles Seyferlich ar- 
rived from the west side fire and made a trip 
of inspection through the burned building 
before any of the engines were sent back to 
the stations. 


Concerns That Were Affected. 

The lower floor of the building which was 
damaged and the fourth floor are occupied by 
the Chicago branch of the Keuffel & Esser 
company. A big stock of engineering instru- 
ments was on the lower floor, while the top 
floor was used by the firm aa a branch manu- 
facturing plant. 

Henry Cassriel, manager of the Cassriel Co., 
said that the loss to his firm, of which hie 
father is president, would be about $150,000, 
as gold dust, gold leaf, and gold screpings 
which were in the place was ruined by the 
smoke, water, and flames.

Brewery Fire Soon Checked. 

The fire department showed its mettle 
earlier in the evening in fighting a spectacu- 
lar 4-11 fire and strangling it completely 
in midcareer. 

The blaze was in the upper floors of the 
Wacker & Birk brewery at Grand avenue 
and North Desplaines street, and by the time 
that the first company arrived was an enor- 
mous torch, visible for miles. 

The brewery is composed of a main struc- 
ture, four stories high, from the center of 
which rises a big tower two and a half stories 
tall. The fire originated in this tower, and 
through the efforts of the firemen and 3 
generous supply of water was confined to it.

DEMOCRATS TELL OF POVERTY 


Cheese Sandwiches Served at 
Mayoralty Headquarters. 


BIG FUNDS ARE NOT ON VIEW 


Reports of Existence End Appearance 
of Prosperity. 


Poverty pleas, with the poverty so deep 
that every one took to smoking 5 cent cigars, 
routed both the pretense and appearance of 
prosperity yesterday from headquarters of 
the three Democratic mayoralty rivals. The 
explanation was in published stories regard- 
ing extravagant campaign expenses, and in- 
cluded the statement of Candidate Harrison 
that more than $200,000 "’ had been raised 
for Candidate Graham, with something like 
$300,000 more in the offing. The Harrison 
fund to be garnered by his finance committee 
was put down at “ more than $100,000,"" while 
Candidate Dunne was run as low man with 
$25,000 or so. 

Each of the aspiring triumvirate issued 
“financial statements, and the two-for-a- 
quarter cigars were put under lock and key. 


Harrison Repeats Assertion. 

“ While I didn’t expect to be quoted on my 
statement that the Graham campaign fund 
had $200,000 two months ago, said Mr. Har- 
rison, “I stick to it and have good reasons 
for believing it accurate. Why should they 
deny it {n view of their boasting on the sub- 
ject? 

“I would Ine to enter a protest, however, 
against an estimate that my campaign fund, 
which is yet to be raised, will reach $100,000. 
I will be happy if it amounts to a quarter 
of that sum.“ 

Edward F. Dunne said he had heard, even 
before he read, of the unusual sume to be 
spent for candidates at the Democratic pri- 
maries.” 

“While no large sum will be available for 
myself,” he said, ‘there will be enough for 
what we deem legitimate expenses. I be- 
Meve that if campaign funds are of the size 
and for the purpose indicated Democrats 
will resent it and will assume they have been 
reiged to influence them corruptly.” 


Graham Men Deny It. 

Loud wae the explosion at the Graham 
headquarters in the La Salle hotel when the 
Harrison estimate was read in each of the 
ix rooms. A statement was given out by 
John McCarthy, chairman of the Democratic 
campaign committee, in which it was set 
forth: 

“Mr. Harrison is quoted as saying that 
the Graham campaign fund already amounts 
to ‘more than $200,000.’ His statement is, 
as are many of those he has made recently,

|ATTACK ON LEGAL VERBIAGE 


Bill Prepared to Revise Method 
of Criminal Procedure. 


SHORTER FORMS ARE URGED. 


Measure Suggested by Illinois State’s 
Attorneys Association. 


* 


A bill which, if passed, will revolutionize 
the Illinois methods of judicial procedure in 
criminal cases, will be introduced in the leg- 
islature early next week, probably by Repre- 
sentative Chester Church. 

The measure, which has for its sponsor the 
fiMinois States Attorneye’ association, of 
which State’s Attorney Wayman is presi- 
dent, has been drawn by Assistant State's 
Attorney Thomas Marshall. 

Chief among the new principles included 
are the right of the state to ask review be- 
fore the Supreme court of a case decided ad- 
versely in the lower courts, and the adoption 
of short forms of indictments. Mr. Marshall 
Has included in the bill 100 short forms of 
indictments, modeled after the Massachu- 
setts forms now in use. One section provides 
that the name of a public board or officer 
charged with crime shall be sufficient under 
the law. In the McCann case it was neces- 
sary to set out in the indictment thecity ordi- 
nance which created the office of inspector of 
police in order to charge him with the crime 
of accepting bribes. 


Indictments May Be Suppressed. 

Another innovation in the Dill is a pro- 
vision which allows an accused man to be 
charged with crime under both common and 
statute laws governing it in the same count. 

On the recommendation of the foreman of 
the grand jury an indictment need not be re- 
turned in open court but handed to the clerk 
of the court and marked suppressed 
Under the present compulsion of making all 
indictments returnable in open court, prose- 
cutors declare many accused persone escape 
after they learn indictments have been re- 
turned against them 

In the proposed meAsure a corporation 
made a defendant in a criminal action may ve 
served as in civil cases and when served 
shall give bond. The penalty provided for 
failure to make such appearance is the for- 
feiture of the state charter of the corpora- 
tion.

SLASHES REMBRANDT PICTURE 


Discharged Pook Mutilates Night 
Watch’ Masterpiece. 


REVENGE IS THE CAUSE. 


Damage May Be Repaired, Say Experts 
After an Inquiry. 


ROTTERDAM, Jan. 138. — Rembranét’s 
most famous picture, The Night Watch,“ 
was badly damaged today by a discharged 
naval cook named Sigrist, who entered the 
Rijks museum end slashed the masterpiece. 

Sigrist. who was arrested deelared that his 
vandalism was an act of vengéance against 
the mate because of his discharge from the 
navy. 

The cuts traverse the principal figures of 
Capt. Frans Banning Cocq’s company of 
arquebusiera, but art experts who later 
viewed the work expressed the opinion that 
the damage wes not beyond repait. 


Tt was in 1642 that Rembrandt contracted 
to paint the members of Capt. Cocd's com- 
pany of civic guards. The result was known 
as The Night Watch.” so named, it is sur- 
mised, because it Had become quite black 
from the effects of tobacco smoke and turf 


| fires beneath successive coats of varnish, 


and the eighteenth century public supposed 
it to be a night effect. 

This is held one of the artist's masterpieces, 
but the men who had contributed their money 
to have their effigies handed down to pos- 
terity (each paid 100 florins) were disgusted 
with the painting, which they found a big 
genre, half the figures hidden in Rembrandt's 
characteristic chiaroscuro.

PARIS, Jan. 13.—A news agency dispatch 
from Badajoz, Spain, four miles from the 
Portuguese frontier, eays the soldiers in the 
fortress at Rivas, Portugal, have mutinſed. 
demanding Increased pay. The Elvas work- 
ingmen struck m sympathy, . 

Bivas is a frontier city 120 miles east of 
Lisbon, and has u pdpiilation of about 16,000. 

Following the ‘overthrow of the Portu- 
guese monarchy some uneasiness was felt 
by the Republican leaders regarding the at- 
titude of the soldiers in the Elvas fertress 
who for a time remained nominally loyal to 
King Manuel, although they made no active 
resistance to the revolutionists. 
The municipal authorities of Elvas treated 
the revolution with indifierence and accepted 
the new régime when the cause of the mon- 
archy appeared to have been lost.

Spokane, Wash.; Jan. 13.—{Special.}—Not 
a wheel hes turned east of Columbia Falls 
on the Great Northern today and the snow 
crews are unable to lift a shovel. Several 
engines and snowplows are dead between 
Besex and the summit of the mountains and 
must be withdrawn before a clearing can be 
accomplished. 

Blizzard conditions continue through cen- 
tral Montana. The thermometer at Helena 
registered 30 below. In addition to the death 
‘of a homesteader near Culbertson, Mont. 
and a stage passenger near White Sulphur 
Springs, Mont., by freezing, a report from 
upper Madison basin today tells of the death 
of Harold Leland, caught in an avalanche.

The 
Southern Pacific has heard nothing of its 
west bound trains at any point east of Yuba 
Pass, where the wires are down. On this 
side of Yuba Pass there are several small 
slides. 

On the Western Pacific four passenger 
trains, and on the Southern Pacific ten trains, 
have been at a standstill. 

With more than two feet of snow on the 
level and with the drifts piling Reno, Nev., 
is experiehcing the greatest storm since the 
blockade of 1889 and 1890, 

The snow has clogged the narrow river, 
from which Reno's electric power supply is 
drawn. ‘The plant has ceased running. The 
street car service is at a standstill.

To impress an orchestra player is something 
of an achievement even for one of the world’s 
elect. It is proof first of all that Mr. -Busonl’s 
art rests its appeal to the musician on no sud 
insecure foundation as mere technical mastery. 
Virtuosity rarely impresses the musician. He 
cares little for mere mechanical dexterity, 
which is something far removed from the ideals 


_that glorify the piano playing of this mas- 


ter. In his selections he proved that he was 
indifferent to the lure of mere digital display. 

The Concertstück of Weber has suffered 
that emphasis of its technical difficulties which 
is associated with the conservatories and the 
first adventures of the student before the pub- 
lic. By a technical mastery so supreme that it 
destroyed all thought of m fecal effort Mr. 
Buson! was able to direct the attention of the 
listeners to the musical message that has 80 
long been concealed behind the barriers which 
velocity and accuracy erect for the immature, 
and one recognized the delightfully fresh, nafve, 
and characteristic idiom of the Weber over- 
tures. As usual he endowed the piano with the 
many voices as well as the sonoreus volume of 
the orchestra. That he accomplished this by 


certain pedal effects which the reactionaries will 


always regard as anarchistic innovations was a 
circumstance which troubled only those ac- 
quainted with pianistic traditions of the last 
generation. Let the pianists forget the careful 
definition of pedagogic limitations which is to 
be discovered in the prevailing rules that apply 
to the use of the pedal and listen with an open 
mind to the beauty and effectiveness of Busoni’s 
employment of this interpretative agent and he 
will not only learn how the ,piano may ac- 
quire breadth and life but will -enrich his 
knowledge by some interesting discoveries in 
the laws of acoustics. 
> 

Pianists are, however, prone to live first dy 
their prejudices, secondly by traditions, and last 
of all by their ears, which must be long indeed, 
since they have been unable to convince the 
world that Liszt rarely wrote piano mueic for 
the sake of display and was habitually inspired 
by an ideal of fantastic imaginativeness, poetry, 
and grandeur that is sufficiently beyond the 

mprehension of the masses to need another 
century for its general appreciation. The tech- 
nical difficulties of the Todtentans are not 
the only obstacles that have hindered its fre- 
quent presentation. There are many planists 
who are sufficiently Mmited in their mastery of 
the instrument to define the mechanical tasks of 
the work with startling emphas:s. 

There are few indeed who can prove, as did 
Mr. Busoni yesterday, that ite dazzling virtuos- 
ity, like the colorful orchestration of Wagner, 
is merely a means to the expression of a deeply 
poetic and appealing musical message. 

To supply that proof there is necessary a 
personality gifted with the power of eloquence. 
To address the listener persuasively, convinc- 
ingly, with an appeal to his imagination and 
his sense of the beautiful, is not the mission of 
the orator alone. Every servant of the “ speak- 
ing arts“ must possess it if his service be not 
in vain, and it is the heritage of the musician 
in guise more potent, more inspiring than is 

It 
is an elusive power. Forever it escapes analy- 
Sis, and for want of a better word one falls 
back on the well worn phrases anent person- 
ality, sympathy, dramatic emphasis, and the 
like that have lost their meaning through 
abuse. 

It is this gift of eloquence that imparts to 
Mr. Busont's playing the effect of a personal 
address to the hearer. His art is at once a 
declamation and a song. It sways the reason 
and touches the emotions. And by these qual- 
ities it commands the respect of the musician 
and the homage of the public.

Princess Alexander Lieven, wife of that 
rear admiral Prince Lieven who now con- 
mands a division of torpedo destroyers of 
the Baltic fleet, attracted a great deal of 
attention by her sensational escape, dis- 
guised as a Chinaman, from Port Arthur, 
while it was besieged, during the war be- 
tween Rusela and Japan. 

She was the divorced wife of an officer of 
the name of Von Kleupffel and a native of 
Libau when she was married to Prince 
Alexander Liever at Port Arthur. Theunion 
was looked upon by her husband's family and 
by the court at St. Petersburg in the light 
of a mésalfance. Indeed, it was because 
of this condition of affairs that the prince 
remained in the far east in order not to sub- 
ject his wife to the affronts which she would 
have received at St. Petersburg. 

After commanding the cruiser Rasboinik 
he was transferred just before the outbreak” 
of the war to the command of the cruiser 
Diana, and when in accordance with per- 
emptory instructions received from St. 
Petersburg the Russian fleet made a dash 
out of Port Arthur and tben was driven 
back into port by Admiral Togo, Alexander 
Lieven managed by superior seamanship to 
get away. He reached the French port of 
Saigon in safety, where his ship was dis- 
mantled, in accordance with the require- 
ments of the lawg of neutrality, to be held 
there until the end of the war. 

The princess had wished to accompany him 
in his dash out of Port Arthur, but so firmly 
convinced was he that he was going to cer- 
tain death and never would succeed in get- 
ting through the blockading forces that he 
declined to allow her to sail with him. 

On learning that he had reached Saigon in 
safety she determined at. all asts to rejoin 
him, and, getting out of Port Arthur in the 
guise of a Chinaman, made ber way in a 
junk and under the cover of a blinding snow 
storm to Chefoo after all sorts of thrilling 
adventures, eventually reached Saigon in 
safety.

Although the Swiss government strictly 
prohibits those in its employ from accepting 
foreign orders of knighthood and nobiliary 
titles, under pain of dismissal, yet it cannot 
prevent those who possess titles by inher- 
itance from making use thereof. Thus, the 
senior colonel of infantry on the active list 
of the Helvetian army, which no longer has 
any generals, is Maximilian Diesbach, who is 
not only a count of the old German empire, 
but also enjoys the Italian dignity of Prince 
of St. Agatha, which, it must be confessed, 
has a sound of opera comique. 

This citizen of the Swiss republic, who is a 
Teuton count and a Sicilian prince, makes 
his home at the Chäteau of Diesbach, within 
easy driving distance from the city of Fri- 
bourg, in the Canton of that name. 

He is indebted for his foreign honors to 
the fact that John Frederick von Diesbach of 
Switzerland, whose letters of nobility 
granted’ by Emperor Sigismund dated from 
1494, had so distinguished himself in the 
military service of Emperor Charles VI. at 
the beginning of the eighteenth century that 
he was promoted, step by step, until he 
reached the position of commanding general 
of the imperial troops in Sicily. His younger 
brother, Francis Philip, a Neutenant general, 
was appointed governor of Syracuse. 

In 1722 both brothers were created counte 
of the German empire by Charles VI., who a 
few months later bestowed upon them the 
Sicilian titles of Prince of St. Agatha, to- 
gether with certain estates in Sicily. The 
two brothers died not long afterwards with- 
out issue, and thereupon Emperor Charles 
VL, in recognition of their services, trans- 
ferred the title of Prince of St. Agatha and 
of Count of the Empire, to the head of the 
younger line of the Diesbach family, their 
nearest relative. 

_— 

Lord Burghclere, who has just, seceded 
from* the Liberal party on account of its 
policy towards the upper chamber of the na- 
tional legislature at Westminster, hag hither- 
to been a consistent Radical, and for several 
years was member of a Liberal cabinet, in 
which he sat as minister of agriculture. He 
was raiged to the peerage some fifteen or 
sixteen years ago, on the nomination of 
Lord Rosébery, and had at the time attracted 
a good deal more attention as a playwright, 
a poet, and, above all, as an amateur actor, 
than as a statesman.

He is married to the eldest of Lord Car-

Among his most successful plays have been 
“Time Will Tell.“ Our Bitterest Foe,” and 
a comic operetta entitled “A Night in 
| Wales.” These plays be produced under the 
pseudonym of G. C. Herbert.” and he be- 
longed in his younger days to that set which 
surrounded King Edward's younger brother, 
the late Duke of Albany, and who included 
the Hon. Alec Yorke, Sir Baldwin Leighton, 
and Sir Percy Shelley.

In every tenement house over two 
stories high a proper light shall be kept burn- 
ing in the public hallways near the stairs, 
upon the entrance floor and the floor above 
the entrance floor, every night during the 
year, from sunset fto sunrise, and upon all 
other floors of the building from sunset until 
10 o'clock in the evening.“ 

A tenement house is defined in this code 
as “ Any house or building which is used 
az a home or residence for two or more 
familiés living in separate apartments.” 

The foregoing ordinance is silent ag to 
the person upon whom the duty rests to 
maintain such lights, but as the lights are 
required to be kept burning in the public 
hallways, which are used in common by all 
the tenants of any such building, it is proper 
that such lights be installed and maintained 
at the expense of the owner of such build- 
ing. 

The code contains a further provision 
subjecting any person who violates or re- 
fuses to comply with theaforesaid ordinance 
to a fine of not less than $10 and not more 
than $200 for each offense.

American Home Life 
Criticised by a Coun- 
try Woman.

BOOK that is likely to attract the at- 
tention of reviewers sooner or later, 
though I believe no review copies have 


(Macmillan.) It te an interesting book and 
though written by an American was intended 
for an English audience. Not only does its 
tone show that it was written for an English 
audience, but all moneye mentioned are in 
pounds, shillings, and pence. The euthor, in 
her preface, says that in presenting these 
phases of America she has tried to let con- 
science rule pride im ber conception of pa- 
triotiam,“ but as a New Dngland conaciénce 
has been defined “ nine-tenthe bad liver,”’ she 
feels that the view of national life she has 
given may be condemned as “ spleenish.”’ 
After reading her book there ils no doubt 
in my mind that her fears will be realized. 
Mrs. Busbey, I take it that he is an Ameri- 
can woman married to en Englishman, tells 
us that she found @fficulty in writing with 
any degree of objectivity, let alone as an im- 
pressionist, about her own @ountry, but there 
are no signe of this difficulty im the book, 
—~o- 

The book is certainly Interesting, but it 
seems to me that if I was writing 4 book 
about my own people, even though I 
showed up their faults I would show up their 
virtues at the same time, and would try to 
see that the former did not counterbalance 
the latter. Much that Mrs. Busbey says of 
us is true, even the disagreeable things, but 
we are not all as black as she paints us. The 
American young person who has been the 
subject of so much discussion both at home 
and abroad—especially the latter—is held up 
for dissection by this writer. She agrees 
with the English investigator of economic 
and social cenditions who sald that there 
were no children in America; that we had 
little women and big women, little men and 
big men, but no children. From my large 
family connections I should feel inclined to 
dispute what Mrs. Busbey says, though there 
are individual cases of children in America 
who at times seem older than their years. 
but then precocity is not usually considered a 
mes trait. 

“They wear spotted vetle and act with the easy 
sophistication of young widows,”’ an Dngtishman 
gummed up his impreasions as a bevy of young 
misses from a boarding schoo! entered a street car. 

Rut they have a chaperon,” I defended. 

„ Nou mean the one without quite so many 
feathers that they treat like a younger sister ?’’ he 
queries, a shrewd twinkle in his eyes. 

Tt was all quite true. These girls did not repre- 
sent an ultra-fashionable class. The school they 
wereettending was just an average boarding school 
and these schoolgirle, with their feathets, veils, 
laces, and jewelry, had many of them come from 
modest homes, where in most cases severe sacrifice 
is being made that the daughter might have her 
schooting in a large city and acquire the dress and 
habits of a rich woman. The American girl trom 
really humble ranks considers herself wretched 
until she can ape the clothes of a class above her. 
Indeed, if there ie possible one new frock im an 
American home the daughter gets it. The sight of 
a rich American woman raced about the world by 
her capricious daughter commands such perpetual 
amazement abroad that I have often wondered 
what healthy rege would burn over the comme 
situation here of a woman on a mall income going 
shabby while her daughter is well dressed, or the 
spectacle of the girl im the average American home 
who expects her mother to wait on her and sew for 
her. Yet these Things are happening about us 
everywhere every day, and exceptions to them do 
not alter the diffused truth that our young weman- 
hood is being transmuted into a mildly anarchical 
position on her part. With complete bouleverse- 
ment of the relationship as it is abroad, the Amer- 
ican young persen wears exactly the same clothes 
as her mother; the borrowing is by daughter from 
mother; the castoff or second grade of gloves, hats, 
and even suits is a handing down from daughter to 
mother. Except for her youthful face the Ameri- 
cam young woman is a replica of her mother of 4. 
After 16 girlishness hee usually gone from clothes, 
from carriage, and generally from expression. 

_ 

While this may be true, possibly too often, 
it Is hardly the universal attitude toward her 
mother. Again to quote from Mrs. Busbey: 

The groupe of young girls on the streets of Amer- 
ican cities, the girls on their way to school, stroll- 
ing about together after school hours, in the shops 
or at dancing school, coming home unaccompanied 
after darkness has begun to fall, continually at- 
tract the comment of the foreigner. 

They are almost always pretty and conscious of 
the fact from the ftp of the highest feather on 
their farmboyant hat to the tips of their sometimes 
shabby kid gloves. They prattie unceasingly and 
use a great deal of slang. In passing them you 
hear the words kid,“ corker.“ stack on him- 
elf. im the push, falling from the prettiest lips. 
They are simply walking editions of a declaration 
of independence—they are and of right ought to 
be free and independent states.“ Their don't care, 
„ eufficient unto myself way of striding along, 
their veteranlike composure. their indifferent stare, 
or their casual Hello!’’ and Howdo?”’ as ac- 
quaintances pass is all a little shocking to the for- 
olgner.

This, it seeme to me, is the 
proper way, though I have known instances 
of American girls bearing Mrs. Busbey’s 
views. I recall one instance of an older 
sister always giving the biggest apple, the 
largest piece of cake to her brother, of run- 
ning his errands and making herself genera!- 
ly useful to him, with the dire consequences 
that one could imagine such treatment to 
bring about. It is quite true that in America 
the brothers walt upon the sisters and it 
seems to me to be the proper spirit. 

It is also quite true that American girls 
are not trained housekeepers; if they know 
how to keep house it is because they take to 
it intuitively, not because of any training; 
but they do it, and a great many of them 
do it well. It is usually the lower classes, if 
I may be allowed to speak of lower classes 
in this country, that do not understand the 
gentie art of making homes, and most of the 
women of this tlas#are foreigners, not native 
born Americans. The American girl, Mrs. 
Busbey admits, that is the girl of today, is not 
as eager to be married as are her Eng- 
lish sistera She has interests, philanthropi- 
cal, educational, and her time is so occupied 
that she is just as happy, or at least thinks 
she is, ag though she were the possessor of a 
husband and family. Of the college set- 
tlement worker and “bachelor girls she 
writes: 5 
Ot course the college settlement worker is a 
phase of the “ bachelor girls.” who, owing to 
the surplusege of women, and the enlarged sphere 
of women, has made her appearance in all Hu- 
ropean countries as well. But the bachelor girl "’ 
in America is rather more normal than elsewhere; 
iris being given so much liberty im their own 
homes do not feel the call for a career with 
Bohemian setting. The girl who, in the paterna) 
mansion, can go and come and heave her own latch- 
key—may even dabble in genteel self-support if she 
has become innoculated of hustle and haste—is 
not likely to consider ‘‘ flocking by herself” in 
insanitary studio quarters, or in a woman's club, 
or in a strait-laced woman's hotel, as an in- 
spiring experiment. The truth is that, cupably 
lax in our rein and Judgment for the young person 
under our roof tree, we are a nation of public 
prudes once she seeks fortune outside the paternal 
halls. The American young woman has ali the 
uncensured liberty in the world right in her 
home; but a woman's hotel in America resembles 
a penal institution in its supervision of its guests, 
and there is little easy club fe for young women as 
in Emgiland. The situation, so common in Dung 
land, of a young woman living In ammble separa- 
tion from her family that she may ally herself 
with some highbrow, dilettante cause, or secure 
independence for pursuing some career, is 
much rarer in America.

Busbey takes up that ot 
the rich American girl who rarely goes to 
college, which I dare say is quite true: 


College education ts not fashionable; it is useless 
in the society wherein the rich girl te destined 
to move.

She seems to be achieving her 
height by generations. She is not fabulously pretty 
as a rule, though perhaps even the average Amer- 
ican girl can say with Mme. de Sta#l: ‘‘ I am not 
pretty, I am worse.“ for her vivacity and adapta- 
bility go far toward constituting a charm more 
potent than physical perfection or mental advance 
She has a good, boyishly slender figure, only run- 
ning to the voluptuous when foreign blood has had 
a part in the molding, and a good carriage when 
at rest. But the American girl walks badly. She 
wriggies her hips and she moves her arms. swing- 
ing them all the time, even when she carries » 
muff. She seems to put all her nervous energy 
into her walk. Walking badly, however, is a na- 
tional characteristic in Ameffica.

And the foreigner who shudders over the false Ideal 
that might be set forth before the youth of America 
by an unscrupulous millionaire controlling a uni- 
versity through hig donations shudders over a 
bogey. For, with our curiously. apectalized respect 
for ability, that is just what does not take place. 
Mrs. Busbey heard an acute American wom 
an, with our national frankness in talking 
about ourselves,” once remark to an English- 
man: You English dearly love a lord; we 
Americans like a millionaire, but we love a 
ten millionaire, and as for a hundred mil- 
lionaire, we simply worship him! There te no 
aristocracy m this country, but there is a 
snobocracy. We are a nation of snobs, who 
reverence only one thing, and that ls money. 
If you have moneyin America you are some- 
body; if you haven't money you are nothing, 
no matter bow many fine qualities you may 
have.” And, quite naturally, the English- 
man accepted it without polite disclaimer. 
If we want to know our faulte we will find 
them all set forth in Mrs. Busbey’s book. 
There are those who will feel irritated by this 
book, but I am not one of them. I have found 
it not only interesting but amusing, and after 
all, what more can you ask of a book than to 
have it interest and amuse you, even though 
the author's intention may not have been to 
amuse.

REAL WORK BEGINS TUESDAY 


Early Investigation of Commonwealth 
Edison Urged by Pringle. 


Preliminary discussion of the findings of 
ite experts with representativies of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company was concluded by 
the council committee on gs, oil, and electric 
light yesterday, and it is expected the real 
work of rate revision will be begun at its 
next meeting on Tuesday. 

Prof. W. J. Hagenah, the committee's chief 
investigator, probably will be asked at the 
next meeting to submit for consideration a 

schedule of rates based on a distribution of 
the operating charges as he found them. 

The committee was unsettled in its opinion 
whether it should take up this phase of its 
work immediately or wait until it has passed 
on the question of what constitutes @ fair 
return to the stockholders of the company 
and other broad questions now before it. 


Subway Fund Not Started Yet. 

Ald. Charles BE. Merriam opened the crit- 
icism of the company’s lack of e fund for 
housing its wires in the subway which the 
city is to build when President B. A. Sunny 
stated that it is proposed to include $126,000 
annually in the expenses of the company 
during the next five year rate period for this 
purpose. 

„Haven't you established a reserve for 
that work yet F asked the alderman. This 
ordinance bas been on the council records 
since 1907 and the company has had notice 
all that time that it must provide for placing 
its wires in the subways.” 

President Sunny said he had been informed 
that the subwep report of Chief Engineer 
Bion J. Arnold will be completed in about 
sixty days.
